AHEAD  OF  ENDEAVOUR  VIII 

Sopwlth  Dynasty  is  Ended!

Cowes,  England. — Handled  with  su- 
perb artistry  by  Commodore  Kenneth 
A.  MacDonald,  first  Corinthian  of  his 
time,  the  gallant  challenger  Man:.-t 
today  wrested  the  famous  America's  Cup 
from  foreign  hands  by  winning  the  sev- 
enth and  deciding  race  of  the  1950  cup 
contests,  and  restored  international 
yachting  supremacy  to  the  United  States 
after  15  long  years  during  which  Sop- 
with's  dynasty  of  Endeavours  had  suc- 
cessfully repelled  Yankee  invaders.  En- 
deavour VII,  however,  did  not  give  up 
the  Old  Mug  without  a  battle  well 
worthy  of  her  great  predecessors,  for  she 
ran  the  series  out  to  three-all  before  she 
bowed  gracefully  to  the  'Wizard  of 
Quincy  Bay,  whose  masterly  helmsman- 
ship  drove  the  Manet  across  the  finish 
line  the  winner  by  inches. 

Crossing  while  the  hollow  detonation 
of  the  gun  was  still  reverberating  across 
the  sun-flecked  Solent,  the  doughty  En- 
deavour was  greeted  with  the  thunderous 
cheers  of  Yank  and  Briton  alike  as  they 
paid  tribute  to  her  courageous  fight. 
Boat  for  boat  there  was  nothing  to 
choose  from — it  was  the  superior  ability 
of  the  Manet's  skipper,  who  learned  the 
rudiments  of  sailing  under  the  shadows 
of  Houghs  Neck,  that  brought  the  vic- 
tory, the  first  in  the  historic  struggles 
since  1935. 

Not  a  little  credit  was  given  to  Robert 
Dahl,  red-thatched  ubiquitous  navigator 
of  the  American  craft,  'Vincent  Holland, 
mate,  the  Jago  brothers  and  Norman 
Satterthwaite,  all  of  the  Manet's  after- 
( Continued  on  Page  3.

ECHOES   FROM    1935 

Fifteen  years  ago  these  United  States 
were  in  the  throes  of  a  depression. 
Briefly,  for  the  benefit  of  the  younger 
generation,  a  depression  is  a  period  of 
time  during  which  many  bilHons  are 
spent  by  the  government  and  seldom,  if 
ever,  is  much  accompHshed  until  the 
business  cycle  once  again  rights  itself. 

Whatever  the  credit  his  opponents 
grudgingly  gave  the  president  during  the 
administration  fifteen  years  back  they 
are  still  acclaiming  his  history-making 
step,  the  outcome  of  which  was  the 
alphabetic  organization,  which  literally 
turned  this  country  upside  down. 

John  Remington  Burr  was  called  upon 
to  head  the  organization  which  was  to 
make  molehills  out  of  mountains,  fill 
mighty  rivers  with  babbling  brooks  and, 
in  short,  form  a  phenomenal  geographi- 
cal change  over  the  country. 

Engineering  feats  of  other  years  are 
naught  compared  with  accomplishments 
of  the  McDonough  Construction  Com- 
pany which,  despite  the  protests  of  the 
unemployed  public,  called  upon  Mr. 
James  Eng  and  his  crew  of  Robots,  to 
move  the  Catskill  Mountains  to  that 
area  of  the  middle  West  which  stormed 
dust. 

But  the  matter  did  not  end  there. 
The  New  England  States,  realizing  the 
lessening  tourist  trade,  rose  up  in  wrath 
and  demanded  their  return  at  once.  It 
wasn't  the  loss  of  the  mountains  them- 
selves so  much  as  the  scenery  that  went 
with  them  that  bothered  the  hotel 
owners. 

The  problem  of  grade  crossings  was 
presented  to  the  President  by  Herbert 
Riley,  that  dynamic  little  man  whose 
every  move  radiates  energy,  and  Walter 
Porter,  suave  sophisticated  gentleman  of 
leisure.  Their  ideas  consisted  of  equip- 
ping the  trains  with  wings  that  auto- 
matically spread  at  the  approach  of  a 
crossing  and  safely  convey  all  trains 
through  the  air  to  the  other  side. 

Due  to  the  exodus  of  a  majority  of 
the  population  to  Alaska  brought  about 
by  the  visionary  minds  of  Keeler  and 
Nereo  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  East- 
ern states  had  been  left  practically  void 
of  people  but  this  calamity  was  of 
short  duration,  for  in  turn  the  original 
inhabitants  of  the  North  both  man  and 
beast,  settled  and  tried  to  acclimate 
themselves    to    their   new    surroundings. 

Now,  however,  our  present  Labor  and 
Commercial  heads.  Cook  and  Dawe  have 
to  handle  tactfully  the  problem  of  how 
to  placate  the  Eastern  States  on  their 
loss  of  scenic  beauty  and,  incidentally, 
tourist  trade  through  the  shifting  of  the 
Catskill  Mountains. 


The  committee  from  New  York 
headed  by  Freeman  Dyson  is  making  its 
pressure  felt  and  so  the  economic  diffi- 
culties of  fifteen  years  ago  still  reach 
into  this  period  of  returned   prosperity. 

Our  suggestion  would  be  to  move 
the  isolated  territory  of  Cuba  and  Ber- 
muda, and  place  them  on  the  now  bar- 
ren wastes  of  New  England,  scenery, 
weather,  and  all.

The  ship  is  to  be  in  constant  touch 
with  the  earth  by  means  of  the  short 
wave  station  N-U-T-S-2-U  being  oper- 
ated by  Lowell  Frank  who  is  located 
two  miles  south  of  Houghs  Neck,  an 
odd  location  which  is  the  result  of  at- 
mospheric conditions.  The  take  off,  ac- 
cording to  report  No.  234,  was  not 
without  mishap.  Formerly  it  was  re- 
ported that  the  High  Frequency  was 
running  through  fog  banks,  but  in  Mo- 
rin's  first  contact  with  station  N-U-T- 
S-2-U  he  learned  that  it  was  not  fog  but 
Houghs  Neck  Pigeons,  commonly  called 
sea  gulls.  The  High  Frequency  was 
designed  by  Fred  Just  over  a  period  of 
two  years  and  is  powered  with  two  sky- 
rockets and  a  pinwheel,  the  balance  be- 
ing a  mechanical  advantage  of  5  and  a 
H.  P.  of  .000002.  According  to  the 
latest  report  from  Frank,  the  ship  was 
last  sighted  hovering  over  the  Kit  Kat 
in  Boston  and  for  the  past  six  hours 
station  N-U-T-S-2-U  has  not  been  able 
to    establish    connections.

Meanwhile  Joe  Monti,  our  ever-in-a-hurry  business  manager,  is  out  getting 
the  wherewithal  to  publish  the  magazine — money.  Mr.  Millard  is  his  adviser.

ITH  wild  shouts  vicious  pirates  swarm  on  the  stage  to  overcome 
tlieir  captain  (Sylvester  Carosi)  in  a  mutiny.  "Don't  make  it  a 
roughhouse"  shouts  Coach  Mitchell,  "try  again".  Perhaps  refresh- 
ments would  help;  popcorn  balls  or  spaghetti.  These  pirates  are 
hard  to  find  and  harder  to  keep.  Watch  those  hungry  actors  shovel  in  that 
spaghetti  dinner  at  the  all-day  rehearsal.  .  .  .  The  Chinese  Bos'n  steals  on 
stage.  Here  comes  the  villain  (Sam  Evans)  close  behind.  Suddenly  the 
Chmaman  finds  himself  writhing  on  the  floor.  "Ha,  ha,"  shouts  the  dress- 
rehearsal  audience.  Francis  Tropea  (the  Bos'n)  lifts  an  astonished  hand  to 
his  head  to  discover  his  beautiful  pigtail — in  the  hands  of  his  assailant.  .  .  . 
"Bang!"  goes  a  pile  of  bricks  backstage — out  flies  the  dust  (powdered  sugar) 
and  the  secret  treasure  has  been  found.  Many  helpful  (?)  hands  pass  the  sugar 
bags  to  Ambrose  (Carosi),  Poppy  (Barbara  Leavitt)  and  Johnny  Jason  (Joseph 
Malone)  who  breathlessly  examine  the  contents  (common  white  beans)  ex- 
claiming "Pearls!  Pearls!"  .  .  .  "Sit  down,  you,  sit  down."  Scornfully  Anna 
Valeska  (Ann  Connolly)  eyes  Mrs.  Pengard  (Signe  Hedein).  "Ha,  ha," 
returns  Signe  and  then  the  laughter  begins.  "You  always  spoil  that  scene," 
complains  Ken  Service,  the  policeman  from  Scotland  Yard,  while  backstage  the 
two  elderly  members  of  the  company,  Aunt  Agatha  (Helene  Spencer)  and 
Lush  (John  Balcom)  discuss  just  how  the  butler  should  bring  in  that  coffee 
tray. 
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PRE-VIEWING   THE  STARS   BEHIND  THE  SCENES 

Interviews  by  John  Gavaza 

HE  glitter  and  glamour  surrounding  the  idols  of  the  stage,  screen, 
track,  and  diamond  are  often  well  worth  the  price  of  a  good  seat 
and  more.     But  even  more  worthwhile  is  the  opportunity  of  see- 

ing  these  people  at  close  range.     Meeting  them  personally  in  their 

every  day  manners  affords  a  thrill  that  can't  be  purchased  at  the  box-office. 

Mitzi  Green,  for  instance,  who  was  one  of  the  leading  child  stars  a  few 
years  ago,  and  is  now  very  prettily  approaching  the  first  stages  of  womanhood, 
is  as  delightful  and  unaffected  for  all  her  notoriety  as  any  schoolgirl.  She 
greeted  and  talked  with  me  as  warmly  and  sincerely  as  anyone  could  wish. 
During  our  conversation  her  modesty  and  good  nature  impressed  me  very 
much.  I  started  my  fire  of  questions  by  asking  her  age,  to  which  with  a  smile 
and  twinkle  she  promptly  answered,  "16  by  the  billboards".  One  of  the  high- 
lights m  her  career  was  on  a  movie  lot  when  she  was  a  child  of  eight  years. 
She  had  been  waiting  patiently  in  a  long  line  of  extras,  hoping  to  get  a  chance 
to  show  her  talents,  but  due  to  a  heavy  rainstorm,  unemployed  alley  was  thick 
with  mud,  and  one  of  the  anxious  mob  pushed  little  Mitzi,  who  lost  her 
balance,  and  toppled  face  first  into  a  pool  of  muddy  water.  Just  then  the  big 
boss  walked  by  and  looked  down  in  time  to  see  the  little  girl  with  a  dirty 
face  and  a  soiled  dress  looking  pleadingly  up  at  him.  Supposedly  through 
pity  he  gave  her  a  job  in  a  picture,  "The  Marriage  Career".  Her  manner 
in  telling  me  this  paralyzed  me  with  laughter. 

I  expected  to  meet  a  solemn,  fire  eatmg  brute  of  herculean  proportions 
in  Eddie  Shore,  "the  bad  man"  of  the  major  league  hockey,  but  imagine  my 
surprise  upon  walking  into  the  Bruin's  dressing  room  and  finding  myself  face 
to  face  with  a  mild-looking  fellow  of  medium  size,  who  was  quietly  lacing 
on  his  skates.  When  he  spoke  he  did  so  in  an  even  well-modulated  tone,  with 
the  diction  of  an  English  teacher.  Only  his  hard  grey  eyes  told  of  the  grim 
inner  forces  that  could  rise  within  him  during  the  heat  of  battle.  When  asked 
if  he  was  superstitious  he  smiled  and  said  he  was  a  fatalist.  He  has  been  in 
major  league  hockey  for  a  good  many  years  and  is  the  highest  paid  player  of 
the  leagues.  He  has  176  stitches  but  other  than  that  was  never  ser/o/isly  hurt. 
In  the  off  season  he  is  a  gentleman  farmer,  playing  golf  in  his  leisure  time  in 
Saskatchewan,  Canada,  where  he  resides. 

In  view  of  all  the  adverse  publicity  that  has  dogged  the  career  of  Rudy 
Vallee  I  didn't  know  quite  what  to  expect.  But  of  all  the  celebrities  I  have 
interviewed  he  is  what  might  be  termed  in  a  boy's  way,  "the  most  regular". 
In  spite  of  his  appeal  to  the  feminine  hearts  of  the  world  he  is  in  reality  a 
man's  man.     He  wanted  to  know  all  about  Quincy  and  things  going  on.     He 
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went  out  of  his  way  to  give  me  fifteen  minutes  of  his  time,  and  a  pleasanter 
period  I've  never  spent.  During  the  conversation  he  related  to  me  the  story 
of  how  his  college-boy  orchestra  grew  from  a  six-piece  band  to  the  large  group 
he  has  now,  and  to  those  who  have  heard  him  it  is  unnecessary  to  say  that  he 
is  considered  by  most  people  the  king  of  all  orchestra  leaders,  and  a  prince  of 
a  fellow. 

The  king  of  Hi-di-Ho,  Cab  Calloway,  is  a  handsome  six-foot  Negro  of 
very  pleasing  personality.  He  burst  into  his  dressing  room  where  I  was  wait- 
ing for  him,  and  I  saw  proof  that  his  grotesque  antics  are  not  as  playful  as 
they  seem.  He  talked  while  he  changed,  in  quick,  clipped  accents  that,  while 
seemingly  hurried,  were  none  the  less  friendly.  He  is  very  superstitious  and  will 
not  go  on  to  the  stage  unless  he  puts  one  of  his  old  coats  on,  first  the  left  arm 
and  then  the  right.  He  takes  it  off,  then,  and  puts  on  whatever  the  perform- 
ance calls  for.  On  the  way  to  the  stage  he  is  handed  by  the  first  trumpet 
player  an  old  brown  derby  which  doesn't  leave  his  head  till  he  reaches  the 
conductor's  position.  Then  it's  returned  to  the  player  for  musical  purposes. 
He  told  me  about  his  sister,  Blanche,  who  also  has  an  orchestra  made  up 
completely  of  colored  girls.  Seeing  that  he  was  near  exhaustion  I  bid  him 
farewell  wondering  in  my  mind  how  he  keeps  going. 

Bert  Lahr  was  the  biggest  surprise!  While  very  funny  on  the  stage  he 
lacked  the  cordiality  of  his  fellow  artists.  He  was  rather  brusque  and  dis- 
interested at  first  but  later  softened  up  enough  to  tell  me  of  his  experiences 
which  were  very  exciting.  At  the  early  part  of  his  career  Bert  was  doing  his 
show  in  a  small  southern  town  and  during  the  performance  cracked  a  joke 
about  the  confederate  soldier  who  on  a  cold  winter  day,  wore  a  union  suit. 
Mr.  Lahr  was  promptly  showered  with  decayed  fruit  and  vegetable  matter 
mixed  with  the  off  puts  of  uncontented  chickens.  The  curtain  fell  and  he 
left  town  abruptly  after  dusk.  His  sober  actions  might  prove  that  all  clowns 
are  not  so  gay  and  carefree  as  they  seem,  for  anyone  seeing  Bert  on  the  stage 
would  not  guess  that  he  is  a  very  serious,  rather  short  tempered  sort  of  person 
behind  the  scenes. 

Bing  Crosby,  who  happens  to  be  my  favorite  entertainer,  would  be  the 
delight  of  any  theatergoer.  He  is  very  easy  to  talk  to,  and  in  his  unguarded 
moments  dresses  very  carelessly,  and  lounges  around  like  a  young  boy.  He 
is  a  short,  stocky  man  with  light  hair,  and  a  fair  complexion,  with  a  speaking 
voice  that  makes  one  feel  like  falling  asleep.  He  would  rather  be  with  his 
wife  and  children  at  home  than  singing  before  the  king  of  England  as  he 
expresses  it.  When  he  retires  he  plans  to  take  up  farming.  One  of  his  first 
efforts  musically  ended  very  abruptly.  His  father  objected  severely  to  the 
sound  of  his  "million-dollar"  voice  on  the  Sabbath  and  reproved  him  in  the 
good  old-fashioned  way  for  acting  so  unlike  a  Christian. 
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BAND 

"Aren't  they  slick?"  "Gee!  they're  classy."  "Nifty's  the  word."  That's 
what  they  said  about  the  Q.  H.  S.  band  in  its  brand  new  uniforms.  All  day 
ofHcials  had  been  rushing  around  from  the  junior  highs,  the  theatres  and  the 
high  schools,  hearing  bands,  orchestras,  and  choral  groups  from  all  over  the 
state  in  the  Massachusetts  Music  Festival.  The  climax  came  when  all  the 
bands  marched  from  Faxon's  Field  to  Pfaffman's  Oval  accompanied  by  some 
very  attractive  and  dexterous  drum  majors. 

Quincy  was  last  in  position  but  by  no  means  so  in  performance  and 
appearance,  for  those  royal  blue  coats  and  powder  blue  pants  not  only  made  a 
lasting  impression  on  the  spectators  but  they  inspired  the  band  members  into 
winning  an  excellent  rating  for  themselves  in  the  contests  and  thus  making 
them  eligible  for  the  New  England  Festival. 

Behind  all  this  color  and  glory,  however,  lay  some  not  so  colorful  but 
rather  fatiguing  labor  on  the  part  of  Miss  Howes,  Miss  Tuthill,  and  the  band. 
They  told  Miss  Howes  that  new  uniforms  were  an  impossibility  this  year. 
She  didn't  believe  them  and  again  Quincy  came  through.  Hard  work  at 
weekly  rehearsals  was  responsible  for  the  splendid  playing. 

Several  committees  worked  unceasingly  with  the  band  in  the  drive  for 
the  new  uniforms.  A  concert  and  dance  in  November  at  which  Miss  Roberta 
Clark  and  Mr.  Walter  Smith  were  guest  artists  and  a  series  of  concerts  at  the 
junior  high  schools  helped  to  swell  the  coffers. 
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ORCHESTRA 

Quincy's  orchestra  gained  a  place  in  the  sun  last  year,  even  in  the  hot 
Egyptian  one.  One  morning  Mr.  Collins  was  pleasantly  surprised  to  find  a 
letter  postmarked  "Alexandria,  Egypt"  in  the  morning  mail.  An  alumnus 
there  had  heard  the  orchestra  broadcast  over  N.B.C.  and  had  sent  congratu- 
lations.    Similar  letters  poured  in  from  loyal  alumni  throughout  the  country. 

In  addition  to  activities  with  so  wide  a  scope  the  orchestra  assisted  in 
the  presentation  of  the  Christmas  pageant,  "Captain  Applejack" — a  senior 
class  production,  and  in  "Gold  in  the  Hills"  presented  by  the  City  Club.  In 
"Pirates  of  Penzance"  the  orchestra  rendered  invaluable  assistance  in  mak- 
ing the  operetta  a  success. 

At  the  Music  Festival,  Quincy's  orchestra  was  introduced  to  an  enthusi- 
astic audience  which  crowded  the  High  School  Hall.  They  played  first  the 
required  number,  the  First  Movement  from  the  Chinese  suite  "Ho-Ling  Ming 
Toy"  and  then  one  of  their  own  selection,  "Andante"  from  Tschaikowsky's 
Fifth  Symphony.  Their  masterful  rendition  of  these  two  selections  gained 
for  them  their  usual  place  in  the  highest  ranking. 

In  the  afternoon  500  musicians  participated  in  a  mass  orchestra  which 
included  members  of  about  30  orchestras  from  the  entire  state.  A  crowd 
attested  to  the  popularity  of  this  event.  The  two  numbers  played  were  "Honor 
Legion"  and  "March  Magnificent". 
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TWENTY  THOUSAND  LEAGUES

To  hear  Dr.  William  Beebe  recount  his  underwater  exploits,  it  seems  at 
first  that  he  is  a  dreamer  telling  some  imaginary  adventure  of  a  feverish  mind. 
His  cool-headed  scientific  facts,  however,  dispel  all  doubt  that  he  actually 
descended  3028  feet  under  the  surface  of  the  sea. 

He  saw  marine  monsters  who  manufactured  their  own  light  and  tiny 
crustaceans,  colored  only  by  light  from  other  sources. 

Dr.  Beebe  himself  is  a  typical  scientist,  a  bit  absent-minded,  bald,  with  a 
small  mustache.  He  wears  what  he  pleases  and  this  generally  consists  of 
khaki  shirt  and  shorts  and  sneakers. 

His  fascinating  speaking  accounts  for  his  wide  popularity  in  all  circles. 
He  has  been  described  as  one  of  those  who  stands  on  the  threshold  and  relates 
to  laymen  what  is  going  on  in  the  household  of  science. 

When  we  saw  him,  it  was  in  the  ante-room  of  the  theatre,  just  after  he 
had  given  a  lecture  on  his  underwater  studies  and  we  could  scarcely  push 
through  the  mob  of  autograph  seekers  about  him.  Although  in  a  great  hurry 
he  took  time  off  to  answer  a  few  of  our  questions. 

He  was  graduated  from  Columbia  University  and  became  interested  in 
popular  science,  particularly  in  the  study  of  insects  and  marine  life.  Upon 
his  underwater  exploits  rests  his  fame  today  as  one  of  the  pioneers  in  science 
— who  took  another  step  forward  into  the  darkness.

Looking  over  the  past  season,  we  find  victories  over  Watertown  and 
Boston  College  High  and  a  tie  with  Wellesley.  On  the  other  side  of  the 
ledger,  however,  we  find  that  Quincy  was  rudely  bumped  by  Walpole,  Need- 
ham,  Framingham  and  Waltham,  the  big  four  of  the  league. 

Quincy  had  one  fine  power  line  in  Cleary,  Malvesti  and  Captain  Mona- 
han,  but  lacked  enough  capable  reserves  to  continue  the  pressure  after  this 
trio  had  left  the  ice.  Other  members  of  the  squad  were  Lehtonen,  Herbert, 
Langton,  Jim  Clancy,  Joe  Clancy,  Finn,  Sargent,  MacKenna,  Carella,  Cook, 
Lukkonen,  Cantelli  and  Gavaza.  The  latter  played  a  fine  game  in  the  nets 
all  season. 

WRESTLING 

Quincy  had  a  very  good  wrestling  team  this  year  being  the  runnersup 
to  Needham  for  the  state  championship.  At  the  close  of  the  regulation 
season  it  was  found  that  three  teams,  Needham,  Quincy  and  North  Quincy, 
were  tied  for  first  place.  To  remove  this  complication,  an  elimination  con- 
test was  necessary.  North  was  eliminated  first  and  Quincy  and  Needham 
became  finalists.  The  ensuing  meet  between  these  two  teams  was  close  all 
the  way  with  the  decision  in  doubt  right  to  the  last  match.  Needham  finally 
eked  out  a  hard-earned  three-point  victory  and  as  a  result,  became  state  cham- 
pions. After  this  meet  Quincy  won  state  championships  in  three  classes  in 
contests  staged  at  Tufts  University,  McGuirk,  Bishop  and  VonBerg  being 
the  victors.  Quincy  was  represented  by  McGuirk  in  the  95  period  class, 
Bishop  105,  Battista  115,  Chisholm  125,  Pinzare  135,  Fee  145,  Harrold  155 
and  VonBerg  165. 

TENNIS 

Quincy  should  possess  an  excellent  tennis  team  this  spring.  Headed 
by  Captain  Paul  Hurley,  star  medalist  player,  this  team  seems  capable  of 
going  as  far  as  their  predecessors  did  last  year.  In  Hurley  and  Fitzgerald, 
Coach  Deane  has  two  of  the  finest  young  players  in  the  city,  and  they  with 
Elden  Morton,  form  a  top  ranking  trio. 

The  composition  of  the  doubles  team  is  undecided  as  this  magazine  goes 
to  press,  but  it  seems  probable  that  Dale  and  Walsh  will  get  the  call.  In  its 
season's  initial  clash,  Qumcy  defeated  Boston  Latin  6-3  in  a  very  interesting 
encounter. 

GOLF 

Coach  Albro  and  Manager  Fogg  have  booked  a  very  extensive  schedule 
for  their  squad  of  golfers.  The  team  has  had  a  few  practice  rounds  at  the 
Wollaston  course  with  Octavio  Peruzzi  showing  up  excellently.  The  four 
ranking  players  at  the  moment  are  Octavio  Peruzzi,  Caesar  Peruzzi,  Charlie 
Kusser  and  Russ  Roberts.  Quincy  showed  great  potential  promise  in  its  first 
two  starts  against  Canton  High  School,  soundly  whipping  them  in  both 
matches. 
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TRACK 

Quincy  High's  track  team  this  year  although  not  so  successful  in  dual 
competition  had  a  galaxy  of  stars.  Several  members  of  the  squad  regarded 
as  green  at  the  start  of  the  season,  developed  sensationally  under  the  expert 
tutelage  of  Coach  Wilson.  Nolan  developed  unexpectedly  into  almost  a  one 
man  track  team,  gaining  many  points  in  the  dash,  hurdles  and  broad  jump 
against  severe  competition.  Perhaps  the  outstanding  achievement  of  the  team 
w^as  its  victory  over  her  arch  rival.  North,  which  was  made  possible  principally 
through  Nolan's  three  first  places. 

Quincy  was  blessed  with  a  wealth  of  material  in  the  track  events  and 
had  the  field  events  been  as  similarly  supported  there  is  no  telling  what  heights 
Coach  Wilson's  team  might  have  achieved.  Weakness  in  field  events  was  tiie 
contributing  factor  that  led  to  at  least  three  reverses  in  dual  competition.  Eric 
Swede  Almstrom  of  basketball  fame  developed  recently  into  quite  a  weight 
man  but  it  was  too  late  to  use  his  talent.  Nickless,  Cutler,  and  Nolan  made 
three  excellent  dashmen,  while  Nolan,  with  the  help  of  the  speedy  DeLorme, 
gained  many  points  m  the  hurdles.  Quincy  was  well  off  in  the  middle  dis- 
tances, too,  with  Gentry,  Frank,  Prout,  Nourse  and  Brennion.  Jay  Tuxford 
until  he  became  ineligible  starred  in  the  high  jump,  breaking  the  school  record 
on  numerous  occasions  while  Sweeney  also  did  good  work  in  this  event. 

The  prospects  for  next  year  seem  problematical  at  this  stage  of  the  game, 
but  in  Nolan  and  Brennion,  Coach  Wilson  has  a  fine  nucleus  around  which  to 
develop  a  ciiampion  team. 
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BASEBALL 

Brockton  drew  first  blood  in  the  annual  baseball  series  with  Quincy  this 
spring.  A  very  bad  beginning  with  fumbles  coming  in  rapid  order  caused 
Quincy's  downfall  to  her  arch  rival. 

Quincy  had  a  wealth  of  material  in  this  1935  baseball  edition  with  several 
better  than  average  substitutes  being  unable  to  break  into  the  lineup  on 
account  of  this  pleasing  situation.  At  the  beginning  of  the  season  it  seemed 
that  Quincy  would  be  weak  in  the  box,  but  a  number  of  fine  pitchers  developed 
very  rapidly.  George  Pearson  and  Larry  SpiUane  were  seasoned  veterans  from 
last  year  while  Ev  Sunnerberg,  Eddie  Fogg,  Paluzzi,  and  Jackson  showed 
unexpected  form  and  performed  exceptionally  well  throughout  the  season. 
Quincy's  first  game  was  with  Thayer  Academy  and  despite  steady  pitching  by 
Pearson,  found  itself  on  the  short  end  of  a  8-3  score.  Following  this  setback, 
Quincy  engaged  in  a  home  and  home  series  with  Worcester  Commerce,  our 
basketball  nemesis,  beating  them  8  to  1,  and  then  tying  them  3  to  3  in  a  game 
abbreviated  by  rain.  Quincy  then  gained  revenge  for  the  previous  Thayer 
defeat  by  walloping  them  in  a  return  game  5  to  2  behind  the  masterful  pitch- 
ing of  Larry  SpiUane.  Prior  to  the  Brockton  game,  Quincy  defeated  Hyde 
Park  in  extra  innings  2  to  L  This  was  perhaps  the  finest  played  game  of  the 
season. 

The  rest  of  Quincy's  starting  nine  found  deary  behind  the  bat,  Spil- 
lane  at  first  base,  Jim  McCoUom  second,  Orre  Carella  short,  and  Captain  Nick 
Malvesti  at  the  hot  corner.  Herb  Lemon,  Charlie  Daley,  and  Eddie  Dunn 
comprised  the  outfield  with  John  Menz  and  Bill  DeCoste  making  very  able 
substitutes.  Mike  Franchuk  proved  the  real  handy  man  of  the  team  with  his 
ability  of  playing  several  positions  equally  well.

BASKETBALL 

The  Blue  and  White  quintet,  under  the  leadership  of  the  sensational 
Eddie  Dunn,  scattered  all  previous  existing  Quincy  High  Basketball  records 
to  the  winds  and  set  up  an  unexcelled  one  of  14  wins  and  4  setbacks  during 
the  past  season. 

After  a  rather  uncertain  start  due  to  injuries  and  other  difficulties,  this 
band  of  basketball  marauders  reached  their  peak  and  from  midseason  on  left 
strewed  in  their  wake  a  score  of  bewildered  teams. 

Victories  over  some  of  the  best  teams  in  the  state  were  secured  in  this 
almost  unbeaten  campaign.  Chelsea,  Brockton,  Fitchburg,  Medford  were  beaten 
and  most  important  to  the  squad.  North  Quincy  was  whipped  soundly  twice. 

After  completing  their  regular  schedule,  Quincy  High  for  the  second  suc- 
cessive year  was  invited  to  the  Tech  Tournament.  Upon  reaching  the  semi- 
finals, Quincy  was  eliminated  by  a  powerful  Worcester  Commerce  team. 
Despite  this  setback  there  are  many  who  claim,  and  not  without  reason,  that 
Quincy  was  the  best  team  in  the  state. 
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Quincy  this  year  was  paced  by  an  inspiring  captain,  Eddie  Dunn,  the 
greatest  basketball  player  Quincy  High  ever  has  had.  Dunn  played  sensa- 
tionally all  year  and  was  especially  brilliant  in  the  Tech  Tournament.  Eddie 
was  picked  on  the  All  Tech  Tourney  first  team,  a  very  great  honor  and  one 
never  before  achieved  by  a  Quincy  player.  Besides  this  very  singular  honor 
he  was  picked  on  various  other  all-state  teams.  In  his  three  years  of  playing 
he  has  compiled  over  300  points,  another  record  for  Quincy  High  School 
future  greats  to  aim  at.  Jim  McCollom,  stellar-guard  by  his  excellent  and 
smashing  manner  of  play  was  also  mentioned  on  many  of  these  star  teams. 

Other  members  of  the  team  who  starred  for  Quincy  and  have  played  their 
last  game  are  Vic  DiGravio,  a  fine  guard  and  Harold  Kapsis  and  Eric  Alm- 
strom,  center  and  forward,  respectively.  All  three  of  these  lads,  although  beset 
by  injuries  at  times  played  splendid  basketball  all  year  and  gave  everything 
they  had  to  gain  distinction  for  Quincy  High.  George  Pearson  and  Bill  Avery 
were  first  ranking  substitutes  and  played  a  sterling  brand  of  basketball  all 
year.  Other  members  of  this  first  squad  were  OUila,  Dale,  Pappas,  Hill,  Fager- 
lund  and  DiNardo. 

This  team  leaves  a  tremendous  task  for  future  Quincy  High  teams  to 
match,  but  it  seems  possible  that  the  great  junior  team  of  Crimp,  Gladwin, 
Appel,  Buckley  and  Franchuk  will  carry  on  where  the  1934-35  edition  left  off.
